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Valedictory 


Parents,  Teachers,  Members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  Friends: 

Tonight  the  march  of  events  pauses  in  its  prosaic  course  to  mark  with  fitting 
ceremony  the  passage  of  another  class,  the  Class  of  1929,  from  the  Three  Rivers 
High  School.  Perhaps,  in  the  lives  of  the  members  of  this  class  there  has  never 
been  such  a  resplendent  occasion,  so  glorifying  to  them.  Throughout  the  six 
years  of  our  fellowship  this  has  been  the  goal  toward  which  we  have  climbed. 
It  has  shown  its  radiance  through  the  agency  of  helpful  teachers,  bolstering  us 
up  in  the  times  we  were  apt  to  become  discouraged.  Tonight,  at  the  completion 
of  these  six  years,  we,  the  Class  of  1929,  sincerely  hope  that  our  sojourn  in  this 
high  school  has  justified  the  hopes  and  expectations  of  our  instructors. 

We  are  at  the  doorway  between  today  and  tomorrow.  Even  as  the  rosy 
heraldry  of  dawn  brings  notice  of  the  coming  day  so  this  memorable  event 
reminds  us  that  all  is  not  of  today  and  that  tomorrow  approaches  with  new 
tasks  and  new  responsibilities.  Of  today  we  are  sure.  We  know  every  step, 
every  bump,  every  rut.  We  have  traversed  it  surely  and  steadily  and  we  have 
no  doubt  of  it. 

We  are  sure  of  today  but  tomorrow — what  of  tomorrow?  We  know  nothing 
of  it.  Until  the  dawn's  purple  haze  fades  we  can  distinguish  nothing.  We  are 
placed  in  much  the  same  position  as  Christopher  Columbus  was  about  425  years 
ago.  As  he  and  his  little  crew  pushed  off  the  shore  of  Lisbon,  Spain,  in  August, 
1492,  they  knew  little  of  where  they  were  going.  They  had  misconceived  ideas 
of  their  destination.  They  underestimated  the  distance  and  overrated  the  terrors 
to  be  encountered.  After  sailing  for  several  weeks  Columbus  was  threatened 
by  mutiny.  His  men  were  afraid  of  what  they  thought  lay  before  them  and 
pleaded  with  him  to  turn  back.  But  he  steadfastly  turned  his  back  to  these 
demands  and  kept  on.  His  reward  for  his  perseverance  was  the  discovery  of  the 
New  World,  the  country  of  untold  riches. 

So  it  is  with  us  tonight.  As  we  stand  in  the  open  doorway  between  the  past 
and  the  future,  we  know  little  of  what  lies  before  us.  The  majority  of  us 
probably  have  misconceived  ideas  of  the  future.  Perhaps  we  overrate  the  tasks 
and  underrate  our  ability,  or  vice  versa.  Our  ambitions  stir  us  to  lofty  heights 
but  we  know  little  as  yet  of  the  true  course  these  will  take.  Knowing  nothing 
of  these  things,  we  can  only  resolve  to  do  the  best  we  can  every  day,  determine 
to  accomplish  every  task  laid  before  us,  surmount  all  obstacles  and  defy  even  the 
mutiny  of  our  own  hearts,  in  order  to  reach  the  coveted  Success. 

Alfred  Lord  Tennyson,  the  great  English  poet,  tells  us  in  melodious  verse: 

"I  hold  it  true,  with  him  who  sings 

To  one  clear  harp,  in  divers  tones. 
That  men  may  rise  on  stepping-stones 

Of  their  dead  selves,  to  higher  things." 
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We  can  thus  best  accomplish  success  by  striving  to  cio  the  tasks  nearest  at 
hand  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  and  by  using  these  tasks,  however  menial,  as 
stepping-stones  to  higher  things. 

Now,  as  we  leave  this  school  and  start  toward  the  next  great  milestone  of 
endeavor,  we.  the  Class  of  1  929.  bid  you  an  affectionate  but  regretful — Farewell.
